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Courteous Reader, 
WO very difterent Opiniqns are continually paſt upon the tate 
Executed Jefuites, and their Traiterous Accomplices , ſome 

(upon juſt grounds as they are well ſatisfied they may) diſclaim 

againſt them, not only for the Horrid Treaſons, of which they were 
Convigted ; and more eſpecjall far their Namnable kmpiety, invoking

[mprecations, which feem to others the higheſt aggravations of exalted 
Villany. 

i. Becyuſe all deſperate Villans do not only generally bur uniyerſal- 
ly practiſe the like Proteſtations of their Innocency at Death, and rarely 
Confe(s their Accomplices or betray them, which their , Confeſſions 
might do. 

H Theſe people, even in harſher terms praCtife and teach their Diſcs 
ples and Penitenes,fo at their Execution to deny all,and proteſt lnnoceney, 
endeavouring to increaſe an Odjum on Proteſtant Magiſtrates and Govern- 
ment, and to make all Flagitioug Perfons of their Ehurch, for want of 
red 1-2 for real Martyrs : As on the cqntrary, it turns to their very 
great advantage, becauſe nothing more advances a Cauſe or Doctrine 
than a Holy Lite and 4 Patient Death' of them who owa it. | 

As neching more prejudices Religion, than many Criminals Executed 
in Publique, and their vitjous Lives. who profeſs it. . This 1s therefore 
one of the'moit Heliſh Matchiviflign Pollicies of Rome, To curn' Argu- 
ments into Objections,and Objettiens into Arguments,or change by theip 
Artifices Traytors into Martyrs, and Martyrs jnto Traytors or Hereticks.

And perhaps ſomePater-Noſters of his Dignihed Auditors,as Bundel, Caryl,

Ar worſt their AﬀeCtion and 
Paſſion in Martyrdom for ſo excellent a Cauſe and Deſign : and Bap- 
tiſme in Blood did Salve all the by-paſt Infant Sins, Infirmities or Defects 
of theſe New-born Martyrs.If any of the Learned Romaniſts can help me 
more Candidly to Interpret this mans Words ; I defire his Aſſiſtance and 
Pardon for intruding into Myſteries ſcarce ever ſo practiſed, as by | 
theſe Maſter-Polititians and Divines in this preſent Caſe. 

| cannot but acknowledge this Gavans whole Diſcourſe very Artificially 
Compoſed ; For whart he affirms of his Innocency, and no Guilt of any 
Crime that needed not any Pardon, Cc. for the Fact was Meritorious ; 
Km his Words therefore there were no Equivocations ſo farr. And had he 
ſaid, Dugdale's and'Oate's Oathes had been Malicious, he might have been 
more Candidly Interpreted, as one-who Judged they had Gain, or other 
Worldly advantages to prompt them to what they Swore : but to ſay 
they were Falſe in ſuch particular matters of Fact as his own Conſcience 
Teſtifies with them to be true ; For this, it his obſtinate Death, direct- 
ion of his intention for Catholique good, or ſome other Salvo, which 
oEcurrs not to me ar prelent, amongſt their many Pious Frauds help him 
not”: 1 ſee'nor but thar he is highly Perjured, and his Soul loſt deſperately, 
only he may poſlibly with the miſe Tory-Mneperer Repent , Feel and 
find Mercy in the Rope : 'which that my Charity may not be Inferiour to 
Þis,” 1' wiſh to the worlt of theſe Villains, though towardsus, we ſhould 
168g erethis, had not Heaven blaſted their Dolan have found their ten- 
der. Mercies to bave been molt Barbarous Cruelties. 
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But that the True Senſe and Artifice of Mr. Gawen's Speech may 
be rightly underſtood, we muſt obſerve the Method of it, and 
the Principles of the Author. 

For the Method ; He doth no where poſitively deny any matter of 
Right, or Fa&t, charged againlt him, or his Fellows ; nor that the 
Pope hath Right unto, or hath reſumed the Kingdom oft England ; or 
that he hath Excommunicared or Depoled the Amy ; or delivered to 
the Secular Arm, the People of Explmd, to be deſtroyed by the 
French, &c. He doth only implicitly deny. the Matters of Fact 
{worm by Oats and Dugdale, when he calls cheir Oaths fale. 

But in this his Aﬀertion, he promiſes not any Sincerity, nor res 
nounces any Equivocations, nor Abſolutions, ec. - $0 that, he 
ſeems purpolely, and very craftily to have waved that' Proteſta- 
tion where it moſt needed, - and to have: ututped- it where he had 
no need to relieve himlelt by it : For certamly, he might very 
well ſay (as he believed) Thar he was not Criminal in whart he did, 
in obedience, compliance; and concurrence wich-his Holineſs, and 
the General of their Order, their Vote, Senle, or Sentence againſt 
our King and Kingdom, I believe, that all the Tefuits, that, e- 
ver did, or {hall ſuffer, may take their Pattern fron. his Speech, 
if it be not ſome Original. and Directory Form; as their ſo Ri- 

orous Adheſton to the Pretehce of the Innocency of an: wborn 
Child, ſmells very rankly of a Form preſcribed, from which they 
might not recede. 197 Y 

And the Truth is, if we conſider, 'tts of vaſt Importance to their 
Church, that every word they ſpeak at their Death, ſhould be 
made good and irrefragable to lo many ſeveral forts of Men, 

As 1. Papiſt-Bigots, who muſt be cheriſh'd in their blind Zeal 
to Holy-Church, and kept' in opinion of their good Fathers San- 
&iry ; ſmce to them (perhaps) ſuch foul Crimes might be ſome- 
what ſcandalous, and open their Eyes to look about them, and 
conſider to what ſtrange Condu&t they have truſted their Souls. 

2. Great Perſons, Favourers and Encouragers ; as the Lords inthe 
Tower, and others of Eminent Quality ; who would certainly have 
been diſobliged, nay, further endangered by ſuch a Confeflion. + 

- 2. Moderate Papiſts, who, ſhould thePlot appear bare- fac'd, would 
be apt to ſtart at {o hideons and monſtrous a Sight; and confequent- 
ly, abandon a Religion that allow d1uch dereftable Impienes. 

4. The Janſeniſts, old Enemies to the Jeſuits ; who would be glad 
of ſuch an Advantage, and never fail ro upbraid them wirh' it. | 

5. Simple Proteftants, on whom they have Deſignes; and. to have 
Confeſt, had-been for ever to have frightned them from: Popery: 
but thus ſtifly ro Rand /it out , may gain their weak opinion of 
the Sufferers Innocence and that Opinion will conciliate. Pity, 
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and that Piry, engage them tome ſteps towards the Party. 

6. The Conſcious, who will hereby be confirm'd to proceed in 
Trayrerous Attempts, when they lee their Leaders go on lo Cous 
ragioully without boggling; and neither ditcovering them, nor 
acknowledging their own Crimes; but rather, juſtitying the At- 
rempts, as well-pleafing to Heaven, when they durlt fo folemn- 
ly make Appeals thereunto of Innocence. 

On all theſe, and divers others molt cogent Confiderations, I 
ſee not that they could do otherwiſe; nor indeed, had been to be 
truſted by fo wiſe a State, it they ſhould not have been content 
to have received, and obſerve fo curious a Form of Compurga- 
rion, as might hereafter be defended againſt luch Heretical Sophilters, 
as my felt will paſs for amongſt them. 

[f ſome Antient Orators were ſo exact, as to pen their Orati- 
ons with that Circumſpection, that ſome have dared to lay, The 
Clubb might be forced from Hercules, ſooner than one Word from 
their Context; I can very eaſily allow the Church of Rome, which 
is fo exact and formal in every thing, to have preſcribed ſome 
Directory to all her Martyrs, according to which they are to 
dye, as well as She hath preſcribed them Forms very: rigorous, to 
live and pray by ; So thar, chere 1s little of Ingenuity left in, or 
to be expected in the Roman World : ; And ſuppoling the impoſed 
Forms univerſally practis'd, ic would be equally as great an Im- 
poſſibility re know where true Piety were in their Petitions, as 
where Truch and Sincerity were in their Conteſſions. The opus ope - 
ratum, Lip-labour and Obedience, lalving all ro God as well as Man; 
and it would be as rare, as to: no purpole, to pray or ſpeak what 
we or others underſtood or meant by our-Ceremonies or Prayers ; 
provided the Church but underſtood her ſelt,& God underſtood her ; 
whilſt never a Soul preſent, underſtood themſelves, or one another 
in what they prayed, what they did, or knew whither or which 
way they went, 

Suppoſe then (as we have good cauſe) theſe Jefuites had as 

ood order and warrant for what they propoſe, of the deſign 
of X1urdering the King, as they have had for that of Sir Edn, G, and 
other Murthers ; who but men mad and diſtracted and not Inftruged 
Tm their Principles, would expect that they ſhould confeſs thems 
ſelves Criminat? So we imagine that. our Captains at Sea with 
their Letters of Mart ſhould confeſs themſelves Pyrates, or thoſe 
at Land, Murderers, when they obſerve their Princes Orders in in- 
eeſtine: or' Forraigne Wars: If the Soveraign Power of Princes 
mutually acknuwledged find ſuch Favor, that none are hanged 
bur have: quarter © with reſpect to their Commiſſions, or thoſe 
whom they . fight under, lire we may allow the Supream- 
tht Majeſty 
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Majeſty of the Papacy acknowledged ſo fat over Europe, to 
Juſtify (though not to us Hereticks, yer) to all the World and 
themlelves, thole Acts for which they have Order, Commiſſion, 
and Authority, Humane, and Divine, as good as his Title which 
he pretends to the Crovin of England by both thoſe Rights; and 
for any Catholick to doubt of ir, were a very great Hereſy, and 
would ſhake the very Fundamentals of the Roman Hierarchy, 
the plenarty of their Power and infallible Conduct in' what con- 
cerns the Propagation of their Kingdom and Doctrine. 

To Demonſtrate, that theſe Hypocritical Hatrangues were di- 
re&ed,. and preſcribed by a Certain method and Formulary, be 
ptcaſed ro Conſider how exaCtly they Tune all their Pipes to' 
one Key.
